A very attractive mode of 
utilizing a good-sized doll is as 
a work-table pincushion. A 
round of cardboard the size of 
a small plate must be cut and 
covered so as to form a flat 
smooth surface that will stand 
steadily. The next thing need- 
ful is a carefully gored petti- 
coat, which can be very well 
made of strong cotton backed 
satin ribbon sewed together in 
continuous or alternate stripes, 
the lower part exactly fitting 
the round of cardboard, and 
the upper part sloped on both 
sides of each stripe so as to 
bring it gradually into a suit 
able size fora doll’s waist with- 





out any gathers or pleats. 
When all the seams are sewn 
or stitched comes the stuffing 
process, and the best plan is to 
putin a round of lead, and 
then fill up as tightly as possi- 
ble with bran, introducing a 
doll’s body, from which it is 
not necessary to cut the legs in 
this case, as they help to fill 
up, and keep the figure steady. 
The petticoat or cushion part 
must be judiciously patted and 
allowed to stand, and every 
expedient must be resorted to 
to induce it to hold as much 
bran as possible, and w hen not 
another teaspoonful can be got 
in, it must be tied round the 
doll’s body. The most orna- 
mental way of putting in the 
pins is to stick them in straight 
lines up each seam, and put 
diamonds or stars of pins in the 
centre of the stripes. This 
part now becomes a tolerable 
imitation of a farthingale, and 
it is best to dress the doll itself 
in Elizabethan style, with a 
jewelled stomacher and huge 
ruff, and perhaps a Marie 
Stuart coif or bonnet. A nar- 
row white ribbon makes the 
best ruff, as it does not readily 
soil, and keeps its position 
well. Such a pincushion as 
this is ornamental as well as 
useful, and a little girl of eight
